Painstaking rescue work saved
|the lives of two men buried for
‘I nearly 90 minutes under an ava-
| lanche of soft sand that cascaded
| down on them while digging an
f 18-foot sewer hole Monday after-
| noon.

Finally freed from the cave-in
| on Hawthorne Blvd., near Gamet
St., Jay Ravin, 45, owner of the
| Lomita sewer construction firm,
and Pete Dodge, 19, suffered only
minor effects from. their ordeal,

Ravin had to be forced to lie
|down on a stretcher, after he
embraced his partner, Wayne
Watkins, 43, of 1707 W. 238th
| St., who had directed the tricky

rescue operation.
‘ Constant Danger

Tons of the wet sand had to
be removed to free the two men,
with any false move constantly
threatening to start another
cave-in. Volunteer workers, po.
lice and firemen participated in
| the hour-long job to remove soil
by buckets.
{  Ravin and Dodge were trapped
| standing up in an air pocket
| just as they had given a signal
'to Watkins, who was manning

a cesspool-digging truck, to hoist
| them up with a cable,

“We need a breather,” Ravin
shouted as he and Dodge grabbed
for the cable.

Starts Cave-In

At this moment, sand began
to tumble Into the excavation,
and the truck sank'into the pit,
blocking the hole from above.

Art Moore, a city plumbing
inspector, who was observing the
construction work, immediately
summoned police and the fire
department, while Watkins and
